Madam,,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i960  was  another  eventful  year  with  the  implementation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  delegation  of 
Health  and  Welfare  Services  to  Cheltenham  and  the  problems  associated  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
County. 

The  population  continues  to  grow,  both  by  immigration  and  natural  increase,  and  with  a rising  birth 
rate  (higher  than  the  national  average)  there  were  again  more  births  than  ever  recorded  in  this  County. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  again  only  17  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  per  1,000  children  born.  This 
figure  was  maintained  because  of  a large  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  in  Cheltenham.  Time  is 
required  in  the  assessment  of  Cheltenham  figures,  but  the  concerted  “ team  work  ” of  all  concerned 
does  seem  to  have  achieved  good  results. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  births  has  been  shared  by  the  hospitals  and  at  home.  As  the  lying-in 
period  was  reduced  from  14  to  10  days  the  hospitals  have  been  able  to  deal  with  their  increase.  The  domi- 
ciliary midwives,  with  159  more  births,  have  been  more  fully  engaged,  additional  staff  having  to  be  re- 
cruited in  the  area  North  of  Gloucester  and  in  the  South  of  the  County.  These  two  areas  are  the  strongest 
growing  points  of  the  County,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  health  visitors,  together  with  clerical 
help,  has  been  a matter  of  some  urgency  in  these  areas.  The  rapid  private  development  in  the  Downend 
area  in  particular  strained  the  personal  health  services  and  a new  clinic  opened  in  the  Summer  was  ob- 
viously too  small  before  completion.  It  had  been  planned  several  years  ago  but  the  building  was  postponed 
from  year  to  year  by  the  several  economic  crises  of  the  intervening  years.  As,  however,  the  expected  develop- 
ment forestalled  planning  estimates  by  several  years,  an  immediate  extension  was  provided  before  the 
builders  left  the  site. 

The  death  rate  remains  fairly  constant  and  the  causes  of  death  follow  the  national  trends  with  a local 
sharp  increase  in  cancer,  particularly  of  the  stomach  and  lung.  The  deaths  from  influenza  dropped  from 
1 19  to  15.  This  is  out  of  a total  of  5,215  deaths  compared  with  5,055  deaths  in  1959.  With  this  in  mind 
and  looking  at  the  ages  of  death,  the  toll  taken  by  cancer  and  degenerative  diseases  in  middle  age  gives 
urgency  to  the  call  for  more  research  into  the  causes  of  death  and  illness  in  the  middle  years  of  life.  The 
lives  now  being  saved  in  infancy  and  prolonged  in  old  age  call  for  a high  standard  of  health  in  the  middle 
years.  In  general  the  causes  of  cancer  and  degenerative  diseases  of  blood  vessels  remain  undiscovered. 
There  are,  however,  at  least  two  items  of  general  advice,  of  which  little  heed  is  taken — to  refrain  from 
heavy  cigarette  smoking  in  early  life  and  middle  years  and  to  avoid  excessive  fat  consumption.  These 
are  only  some  of  the  matters  which  we  have  to  get  across  in  the  general  responsibilities  of  health  educa- 
tion, but  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  in  seeing  that  everyone  knows  of  the  danger  of  heavy  cigarette 
smoking  is  receiving  re-consideration. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  only  22  (2  less  than  last  year)  but  the  number 
of  notifications  increased  by  6 to  194.  But  for  a localised  outbreak  at  a secondary  modern  school,  there 
would  have  been  a further  fall  in  this  number.  More  detail  is  given  in  my  report  as  Principal  School  Med- 
ical Officer,  but  briefly  a boy  with  an  infectious  adult  type  of  lesion  appears  to  have  infected  as  many  as 
45  persons.  These  were  mainly  children  in  his  own  school,  but  he  had  attended  a short  course  at  an  Out- 
ward Bogujd  Mountain  School,  where  some  of  the  cases  were  found,  two  of  them  adults.  In  his  own  school 
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B.C.G.  vaccination  had  been  carried  out  in  July,  1959,  but  his  parents  had  not  accepted  vaccination  for 
him.  Of  the  116  vaccinated  children  only  2 developed  a lesion.  The  boy  himself  is  making  a good  recovery. 
The  disease  in  his  school  contacts  was  early,  and  where  treatment  was  necessary  the  response  was  good. 
Too  much  prominence  cannot  be  given  to  the  chief  points  which  arose  from  this  outbreak  : 

1.  The  value  of  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

2.  The  possibility  of  further  outbreaks  of  this  kind  unless  the  resistance  to  tuberculosis  is  kept  up 
by  B.C.G.  as  the  sources  of  acquiring  a natural  immunity  are  becoming  less  and  less. 

Protective  inoculation  against  disease  is  occupying  more  time,  both  of  the  Council’s  staff  and  general 
medical  practitioners.  The  publicity  given  to  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  has  improved  the  accept- 
ance of  other  vaccinations  and  immunisations.  Whilst  the  use  of  a combined  vaccine  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  has  reduced  the  number  of  injections  needed  by  each  individual  child, 
there  is  still  a formidable  yearly  programme.  Although  for  the  first  time  there  were  no  deaths  from  whoop- 
ing cough,  it  is  still  a cause  of  much  distress  and  of  lung  damage,  and  more  children  of  6 months  and 
younger  must  be  protected.  As  has  been  shown  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  diphtheria  is  not  entirely 
eliminated  and  will  not  be  so  until  we  get  sufficient  acceptances  from  parents  for  their  children  to  be 
immunised  to  prevent  its  reappearance.  The  need  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  I have  already  referred  to. 
Although  80  per  cent  of  children  under  16  years  were  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  only  40  per  cent 
of  young  persons  have  come  forward. 

The  Chiropody  Service,  previously  operated  by  the  Community  Council  and  other  voluntary  bodies 
and  old  people’s  clubs,  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Committee  in  April,  when  it  was  welded  into 
a composite  service  with  both  whole  time  and  part-time  chiropodists.  Owing  to  a shortage  of  these  medical 
auxiliaries  a full  service  could  not  be  provided  all  over  the  County.  A service  with  a specially  provided 
mobile  clinic  was  produced.  Over  9,000  treatments  were  given,  mainly  to  the  elderly. 

The  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  grow  despite  difficulties  in  recruitment. 

The  Mental  Health  Act  came  into  operation  in  November.  Despite  its  new  approach  to  mental 
illness,  there  were  no  apparent  sudden  changes.  The  changing  attitude  to  mental  illness  in  the  past  few 
years,  and  the  spread  of  information  as  a result  of  the  Mental  Health  Year  and  Week  Campaigns,  did 
much  to  prepare  everyone  for  the  new  approach.  In  this  County  an  easy  working  arrangement  had  been 
developed  with  the  main  Psychiatric  Hospitals,  differing  in  detail  but  basically  in  line  with  much  publi- 
cised schemes  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Our  training  centres  were  already  providing  for  the  majority 
of  subnormals  living  at  home  and  although  much  remains  to  be  done  over  the  next  few  years,  we  had  a 
service  readily  capable  of  expansion.  It  has  become  evident,  however,  that  hostel  provision  is  not  going 
to  be  easy,  both  because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  suitable  sites  in  urban  areas  and  some  unwillingness 
of  local  inhabitants  to  have  the  mentally  disordered  living  in  numbers  near  them.  Difficulty  in  staffing  of 
hostels  had  always  been  anticipated.  With  these  problems  in  mind  it  is  clear  that  the  provision  of  hostels 
will  not  be  accomplished  as  early  as  was  at  first  anticipated. 

On  April  1st  the  personal  health  and  welfare  services,  with  the  exception  of  ambulance  and  resi- 
dential accommodation,  were  delegated  to  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham  in  accordance  with  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1958.  The  discussions  with  the  Borough  Council  were  mutually  co-operative  and  the 
transfer  was  easily  and  smoothly  carried  out.  Policy  and  finance  are  still  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council.  In  those  highly  specialised  services  where  the  County  Council  only  employs  one  or  two  officers, 
the  latter  give  part-time  service  or  are  available  for  consultation  to  the  Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Minister  of  Health  asks  for  information  on  our  liaison  arrangements  with  hospitals  and  general 
practitioners,  designed  to  avoid  unnecessary  hospital  admissions  and  out-patient  attendances  and  to 
facilitate  early  discharges,  with  particular  reference  to  his  previous  recommendations.  Quite  briefly  the 
machinery  and  goodwill  are  present  as  evidenced  at  various  meetings  of  representatives  of  the  general 
practitioner,  hospital  and  personal  health  services.  Various  aspects  of  this  subject  have  been  referred  to 
in  these  reports  over  the  past  years  as,  for  example,  the  children’s  home-nursing  scheme  in  Cheltenham. 
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The  real  difficulty  with  all  these  schemes,  which  only  grow  slowly,  is  to  get  individual  members  of  the 
health  team  (in  its  widest  sense)  to  use  them.  The  wider  development  of  hospital  out-patient  services 
and  day  hospitals  throws  strain  on  the  ambulance  service.  The  Ambulance  Service  again  carried  more 
patients  and  more  handicapped  children  and  adults  to  training  and  occupational  centres. 

The  Minister  also  enquires  of  the  progress  made  following  advice  in  a Ministry  Circular  for  mem- 
ers  of  the  child  guidance  team  to  advise  at  child  welfare  centres  on  problems  of  emotional  development 
and  behaviour  difficulties  met  with  by  mothers  and  young  children.  The  Committee  will  be  aware  that 
a pilot  scheme  has  started  in  the  Downend  area.

Difficulties  in  recruitment  of  medical  and  nurstay  staff  were  experienced  in  i960  to  a degree  not 
previously  met.  The  number  of  dentists  has  been  maintained  although  still  below  establishment.  More 
work  has  been  done  on  dental  health  education. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Committee,  officers  of  other  departments  and  many  voluntary  bodies  who 
assist  in  the  work  of  the  department.  This  report  could  not  have  been  written  without  the  loyal  service 
of  every  member  of  the  department  and  I am  grateful  to  them.

Of  the  3 varieties  of  cheese  analysed  during  the  year  there  were  3 failures  of  the  39  New  Zealand 
Cheddar  types,  2 failures  in  31  Danish  Blue  Cheeses,  and  8 failures  in  the  Dutch  Edam  types  of  20  exam- 
ined. The  high  proportion  of  failures  in  the  Dutch  Edam  types  could  be  attributed  in  some  instances  to 
some  drying  out  of  the  cheese  at  the  cut  surface  whilst  in  the  hands  of  the  retailer.  There  is  a remarkable 
price  variation  per  pound  of  cheese  which  bears  no  relation  to  the  moisture  or  the  fat  content  of  the  article.

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(II)  Care  of  Mothers 

(a)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

The  services  for  expectant  Mothers  have  been  extended  during  the  year  with  the  opening  of  the  new 
Clinic  at  Downend.  General  Practitioners  attend  two  clinic  sessions  weekly  where  they  are  able  to  see 
their  own  patients  together  with  the  appropriate  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor.  General  practitioners  also 
attend  their  own  patients  at  Soundwell  Clinic  also  Hesters  Way  Clinic  and  St  Pauls  Hospital  in  Cheltenham. 
Clinics  for  domiciliary  bookings  were  also  held  at  St  Pauls  Hospital. 

In  addition  thirty-five  ante-natal  sessions  are  held  each  month  by  Midwives  in  Clinics.  Other  sessions 
are  held  in  the  Nurse’s  House  or  with  the  general  practitioner  and  midwife  in  the  Doctor’s  surgery  or  at 
the  mothers  home. 

Relaxation  and  A/lothercraft  classes  are  held  at  25  centres.  1,488  mothers  attended  during  the  year. 
Others  attend  Hospital  Relaxation  classes  at  Gloucester,  Cirencester,  Stroud  and  in  Southmead  Hospital. 


(b)  Arrangements  for  Confinement 

The  number  of  live  and  still  births  notified  rose  again  in  i960  to  8,944,  an  increase  of  559  over  the 
previous  year.  Notified  institutional  births  numbered  53871  (65.7%)  and  domiciliary  births  3,073  (34.3%), 

i. e.  an  increase  of  189  at  home. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-six  applications  for  admission  to  hospital  for  confinement  on 
social  grounds  were  investigated,  and  home  conditions  for  confinement  were  considered  satisfactory  in 

ii. 5%. 

Investigations  into  the  home  conditions  of  patients  due  to  be  discharged  during  the  early  puerperium 
are  conducted  by  the  midwives  who  will  ultimately  assume  responsibility  for  domiciliary  care.  Adequately 
maintained  heating  should  be  available  for  the  lying  in  room  especially  during  the  winter  months  on  return 
from  hospital  and  use  made  of  the  home  help  service,  if  necessary. 

(c)  Care  of  Mother  and  Illegitimate  Child 

Registered  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  376  (4.25%)  a decrease  of  0.12%  on  the  1959  figures. 

The  social  care  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  baby  is  entrusted  to  the  Gloucester  and  Bristol 
Diocesan  Associations  for  Moral  Welfare  who  receive  direct  grants  from  the  Health  Committee  in  respect 
of  the  work.

In  the  Gloucester  Diocese  40%  of  the  mothers  were  under  the  age  of  20. 

Earlier  physical  maturity  is  often  blamed  for  this  state  of  affairs  but  it  has  been  noted  that  for  approx- 
imately 100  years  female  physical  maturity  is  achieved  approximately  three  months  earlier  every  ten  years  so 
that  this  factor  is  not  new.  It  is  well,  however,  to  consider  the  stimulation  offered  to  an  emotionally  and 
socially  immature  section  of  the  community  by  some  of  the  programmes  offered  by  the  world  of  entertain- 
ment and  the  relatively  high  wages  paid  to  teenagers  thus  causing  them  to  be  the  target  for  the  many 
commercial  advertising  projects  which  may  lead  to  the  acceptance  of  false  values.  Adequate  training  in  a 
sense  of  moral  values  and  responsibilitity  cannot  begin  too  early  and  it  should  be  the  duty  of  all  members 
of  the  health  team  to  give  every  assistance  to  parents  in  this  their  rightful  task. 
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St  Catherine' s Home,  Cheltenham 

The  home  is  administered  by  a voluntary  committee,  members  of  which  include  County  Council  and 
Cheltenham  Borough  Council  representatives,  five-sixths  of  the  annual  expenditure  is  paid  by  the  County 
Council,  the  remainder  being  raised  from  voluntary  funds.  During  the  year  the  Home  has  been  used  to 
capacity. 

84  unmarried  Mothers  and  babies  were  admitted,  55  being  County  cases.  The  average  length  of  stay 
was  30  days  before  confinement  and  30.5  days  after  confinement.

8,504  more  visits  than  the  previous  year  were  paid  to  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  each  child 
under  the  age  of  1 year  receives  an  average  of  seven  home  visits. 

Between  January  1st  and  March  31st,  the  health  visitors  completed  1,846  questionnaires 
concerning  breast  feeding  and  infection  of  the  mother  and  the  baby  during  the  first  six  weeks  after  birth. 
It  was  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  home  deliveries  39%  of  babies  were  completely  weaned  by  the  age 
of  two  weeks,  as  compared  with  41%  who  were  born  in  hospital.  At  the  age  of  six  weeks  31%  of  the 
home  deliveries  were  still  breast  fed,  but  only  27%  of  the  hospital  deliveries.  It  was  noted  that  a breast 
abscess  occurred  in  2.2%  mothers  who  had  had  a home  delivery  and  in  2.4%  mothers  who  had  been  delivered 
in  hospital.  Septic  conditions  occurring  in  the  baby  were  slightly  less  at  home  than  in  hospital.  During 
this  three  months  survey,  no  mother  or  baby  suffered  serious  illness  as  a result  of  infection  which  occurred 
during  labour  or  6 weeks  afterwards. 

( b ) Child  Welfare  Centres 

Dry  sterilised  syringes  have  been  provided  in  the  Mobile  Clinics  and  all  injections  have  been  given 
with  a new  syringe  thus  increasing  the  safety  factor. 

New  centres  were  opened  at  Wick  and  Longwell  Green  making  a total  of  56  centres  which  are  attended 
by  the  Mobile  Clinics. 

The  number  of  static  Child  Welfare  Centres  remains  at  103.  The  centre  at  Stoke  Orchard  which  was 
held  at  a hutted  camp  closed  when  the  last  of  the  families  moved  to  other  accommodation.  The  work  done 
at  this  clinic  was  of  a high  order  and  had  greatly  assisted  the  children,  many  of  whom  came  from  problem 
families.  The  branch  centre  at  Soudley  became  independent  in  September,  i960  and  in  that  month  the 
Downend  Centre  moved  to  the  new  clinic. 

In  3 Clinics  special  immunisation  sessions  have  been  started  thus  enabling  the  Medical  Officer  to 
spend  more  time  with  the  Mothers  and  Children  at  the  ordinary  sessions. 

It  is  once  again  a pleasure  to  place  on  record  the  thanks  due  to  the  voluntary  committees  who  give 
devoted  service  in  maintaining  the  lay  work  of  the  101  child  welfare  centres  which  are  affiliated  to  the 
Gloucestershire  Federation  of  Child  Welfare  Centres.

(IV)  Recuperative  Holiday  Homes 

Twenty-two  mothers  went  away  for  a recuperative  holiday  and  were  accompanied  by  55  children. 
Six  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  were  sent  away  to  convalescent  homes. 
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(V)  Problem  Families 

Eight  new  cases  referred  by  the  Health  Visitors  were  considered  by  the  Officers’  Co-ordinating 
Committee  as  well  as  19  already  under  supervision.  The  number  of  new  cases,  13  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year,  shows  a marked  improvement,  a tribute  to  the  thought  given  to  the  preventive  aspect  of  this  work  by 
the  Health  Visitor,  who  maintains  a key  position  in  the  care  of  these  difficult  families.  But  for  tactful, 
friendly  supervision  many  more  families  would  become  a problem.  The  Health  Visitor  works  closely  with 
other  specialised  welfare  workers  in  the  Health,  Welfare,  and  Children’s  Departments  and  the  N.S.P.C.C. 


The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  always  available  for  advice  and  consultation. 

(VI)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948 

There  are  1 1 registered  daily  minders  who  can  offer  places  to  49  children.  No  applications  for  Daily 

minders  fees  have  been  received.  One  private  Day  Nursery  is  registered  which  caters  for  12  children.

The  peri-natal  death  rate  is  the  ratio  of  still  births  and  deaths  under  one  week  per  thousand  live  and 
still  births.  In  order  to  reduce  this  rate  even  greater  care  must  be  taken  of  the  mother  during  the  ante-natal 
period,  with  special  reference  to  the  prevention  of  toxaemia  and  anaemia. 


Premature  Babies 

A premature  baby  is  one  weighing  5^  lbs.  or  under  at  the  time  of  birth,  whatever  the  period  of  gestation. 
631  premature  babies  were  bom  during  the  year,  and  of  these  5^2  were  live  bom  and  69  still  born. 

Of  the  444  live  born  premature  babies  in  hospital,  90%  survived  until  the  28th  day.  118  live  premature 
babies  were  born  at  home,  and  of  the  104  who  were  nursed  entirely  at  home  until  the  28th  day  99  (95%) 
survived.  14  premature  babies  were  born  at  home  and  transferred  to  hospital  ; of  these  13  survived  to 
28  days. 

64  premature  still  births  took  place  at  hospital  and  5 at  home.  Premature  still  birth  results  from  some 
abnormality  in  the  ante-natal  period  ; therefore  an  excess  of  such  still  births  can  be  expected  to  occur 
in  hospitals  as  such  mothers  would  require  hospital  treatment. 

The  premature  baby  travelling  outfits  were  used  on  6 occasions  during  the  year  to  convey  premature 
babies  to  hospital.  Loan  equipment  is  available  where  needed  for  babies  who  can  be  nursed  at  home,  and 
in  such  instances  extra  care  and  advice  is  given  by  one  of  the  two  specially  trained  midwives. 

Illegitimate  Infant  Deaths 

Nine  illegitimate  babies  were  still  born  and  12  died  within  the  first  year  ; 2 under  one  week  of  age, 
5 between  1 and  4 weeks  of  age  and  5 between  1 month  and  1 year. 

Still  Births 

The  still  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  18.97%  in  r959  t0  I5-7%-  Out  of  136  still  births  13  were  delivered 
at  home  and  123  in  hospital. 


(VIII)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

The  staff  shortage  continued  throughout  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  December  there  were  vacancies 
for  two  District  Nurse/Midwife/Health  Visitors,  three  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  four  Area  Relief 

9 

District  Nurse/Midwives  as  a result  some  nurses  houses  and  flats  were  vacant  for  long  periods.  A pair 
of  flats  were  completed  at  Westbury-on-Severn  and  the  building  of  a further  pair  was  commenced  at 
Whiteshill.  The  house  previously  rented  for  the  Rodborough  Nurse  was  purchased.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  County  Council  owned  63  houses  and  1 home  and  13  flats  and  rented  23  houses,  1 home  and  4 
flats.  28  houses  and  12  flats  provided  furnished  accommodation. 

The  Car  fleet  numbered  94  including  10  vehicles  on  loan  to  the  Cheltenham  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion. Because  of  the  continuing  tendency  of  nurses  to  obtain  their  own  cars  a further  reduction  in  the 
size  of  the  fleet  was  envisaged  during  1961. 

Eighty-eight  District  Nursing  Associations  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.  Nursing 
staff  18 1 (whole-time  170,  part-time  11). 

Eight  mid  wives  attended  Parentcraft,  group  teaching  and  relaxation  courses.  Twenty-three  midwives 
attended  Refresher  Courses  and  3 nurses  attended  General  Nursing  Refresher  Courses.  Four  nurses 
completed  Queen’s  District  Training  and  35  pupil  midwives  from  the  Querns,  Cirencester  and  Mortimer 
House,  Bristol,  received  domiciliary  Part  II  midwifery  training  with  approved  district  teaching  midwives 
Fourteen  pupil  midwives  were  trained  for  the  Part  II  examination  at  the  Victoria  Home,  Cheltenham.

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Lying-in  Period 

From  July  ist,  i960,  the  Central  Midwives  Board  reduced  the  lying-in  period  from  14  to  10  days. 
The  midwife  now  only  visits  the  mother  until  the  tenth  day  and  the  health  visitor  takes  over  the  care  of 
the  mother  and  baby  on  the  eleventh  day  following  delivery. 

There  was  an  increase  in  surgical  cases  needing  some  home  nursing.  The  visits  are  often  lengthy  and 
sometimes  “ heavy.”  A reduction  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  other  infectious  diseases 
is  seen,  also  a reduction  in  the  number  of  general  medical  cases.  Visits  to  the  latter,  are  frequently  to  older 
people  and  the  chronic  sick  requiring  rehabilitation  and  re-education. 

Report  of  the  work  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 

During  the  year  292  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  as  midwives.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
225  mid  wives  were  practising  in  the  Authority’s  area  and  134  of  these  were  employed  by  voluntaty  bodies. 
88  were  employed  by  Hospital  Management  Committees,  1 in  private  domiciliary  practice  and  2 in  private 
nursing  homes.

(IX)  Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Report  of  the  Principal  Dental  Officer 

The  average  staffing  level  throughout  the  year  was  the  equivalent  of  approximately  14  dental  officers, 
and  represents  an  increase  of  1^  officers  compared  with  1959.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  the  number 
of  whole-time  officers  had  been  reduced  by  two,  which  was  only  partly  compensated  by  the  recruitment 
of  two  additional  part-time  officers. 

Of  the  total  number  of  sessions  (6,875),  the  equivalent  of  382  (5.5%)  was  spent  on  work  for  mothers 
and  pre-school  children.  The  proportion  of  time  devoted  to  these  patients  has  steadily  decreased  for  the 
last  five  years,  and  follows  a national  trend.  At  the  same  time,  the  Ministry  of  Health  figures  show  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  courses  of  treatment  provided  by  general  practitioners.  The  total  decrease 
in  numbers  treated  and  treatment  carried  out  in  i960  compared  with  1959  is  smaller  than  in  the  previous 
four  years  ; the  decrease  of  1.5%  in  the  proportion  of  time  devoted  to  maternity  and  child  welfare  work 
is  caused  by  a considerable  increase  in  work  for  school  children. 

It  is  pertinent  to  reflect  on  this  changing  pattern  in  the  service.  Apart  from  the  charge  on  dentures, 
the  same  treatment  is  available  without  charge  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  through  the  local  authority 
and  general  dental  services.  But  whereas  the  mother  is  only  eligible  for  treatment  with  the  former  service 
for  18  months  or  so  at  a time,  she  can  and  should  receive  the  continuous  treatment  service  which  is  so 
important  from  her  own  dentist.  Logically  then  it  would  seem  better  to  encourage  mothers  to  visit  their 
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own  dentists  regularly.  If  there  were  evidence  that  this  was  so,  the  decline  in  numbers  treated  by  the  local 
authority  service  would  be  of  no  significance.  At  the  moment  no  such  evidence  is  available  on  a statistically 
comparable  basis. 

The  position  with  regard  to  pre-school  children  is  entirely  different.  Only  a minority  of  general 
practitioners  welcomes  very  young  patients.  Further,  the  local  authority  service  can  provide  a continuous 
treatment  service  from  the  ea  liest  age  up  to  school  leaving,  except  for  the  minority  who  go  to  independent 
schools.  The  decline  of  33^%  of  children  treated  in  i960  compared  with  1955  is  therefore  a matter  for 
great  concern.  Further,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  extractions  per  100  children  treated  rose  to  204  in  i960, 
whereas  there  has  been  a steady  decline  in  extractions  for  school  children. 

The  proportion  of  children  under  five  seen  in  clinics  is  far  too  small  to  allow  any  conclusions  on  total 
caries  incidence  to  be  drawn.  But  I suggest  that  the  figures  indicate  that  the  majority  of  children  only 
come  to  the  clinic  for  the  relief  of  pain  and  sepsis — a total  failure  of  the  true  concept  of  a dental  service  for 
young  children.  On  the  one  hand  this  failure  must  be  attributed  to  all  those  whose  duty  is  concerned 
with  the  health  of  young  children — medical  and  dental  officers,  health  visitors  and  so  on.  On  the  other 
hand  it  must  be  remembered  that  if  all  young  children  were  sent  to  clinics  for  inspection  and  treatment, 
the  already  strained  service  would  be  hopelessly  overloaded  in  many  areas,  and  also  that  our  dental  health 
education  has  deliberately  been  aimed  at  prevention  of  dental  disease,  and  its  amelioration  by  treatment 
has  been  equally  deliberately  soft-pedalled.  The  advent  of  dental  auxiliaries  in  1962  could  radically  alter 
this  position.  In  New  Zealand  the  dental  nurses  have  achieved  virtually  100%  success  in  the  conservation 
of  the  primary  dentition.  If  anything  comparable  is  to  be  achieved  here,  plans  must  be  made  in  the  near 
future  for  actively  encouraging  mothers  of  young  children  to  avail  themselves  of  a complete  and  continuous 
conservation  service.

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In  a few  districts  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  County,  where  transport  to  clinics  entailed  great  difficulty, 
mothers  were  again  issued  with  forms  to  take  to  their  own  dentists.  Treatment  was  carried  out  for  35 
mothers  in  this  way.

General  anaesthetics 

The  policy  was  continued  whereby  specialist  or  general  practitioner  anaesthetists  were  employed 
wherever  possible.  The  equivalent  of  25  such  sessions  was  required  for  mothers  and  young  children, 
dental  officers  giving  anaesthetics  for  the  equivalent  of  13  sessions.  In  Cheltenham  Borough,  medical 
officers  attended  the  equivalent  of  8 sessions. 


Dental  laboratory 

The  staffing  continued  as  in  1959,  and  the  laboratory,  as  in  previous  years,  supplied  dentures  and  appli- 
ances required  by  the  hospital  dental  staff  of  the  North  Gloucestershire  Clinical  Area,  school  children  in 
Gloucester  City  and  the  County  school  dental  service,  in  addition  to  dentures  for  mothers.  The  total 
work  carried  out  is  given  in  table  D.

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X-rays  and  Photography 

In  view  of  the  attention  which  has  been  drawn  to  the  hazards  of  scattered  and  other  radiation  from 
x-ray  machines,  it  was  decided  that  all  users  should  have  a monitoring  test  provided  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  Unit.  All  machines  had  previously  been  fitted  with  a 2 mm.  aluminium  filter  to  reduce 
“ soft  ” rays.  The  result  of  this  test  showed  that  no  member  of  the  staff  was  receiving  a measurable  amount 
of  radiation. 

For  clinical  photography  a Kodak  technical  close-up  kit  was  purchased,  which  enabled  excellent 
records  to  be  obtained  of  cases  of  interest,  and  also  increased  the  number  of  clinical  slides  available  for 
dental  health  education. 


Dental  Health  Education 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  the  staff  available  for  dental  health  education  has  been  increased 
by  the  appointment  of  a dental  health  education  officer.  The  greater  part  of  Miss  Ryley’s  field  work  was 
devoted  to  giving  talks  in  schools,  and  Mrs  Judd,  the  hygienist,  continued  to  visit  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
Mothers’  Clubs  and  so  on.  Fifty-one  visits  were  paid  to  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

A dental  health  exhibition  was  set  up  at  the  Three  Counties’  Show  at  Malvern.  Squares  of  coloured 
pegboard  were  used  as  background  for  a series  of  panels  illustrating  caries  incidence,  shortage  of  dentists 
and  methods  of  prevention.  The  illuminated  map  and  photographs  of  the  various  aspects  of  dental  work 
carried  out  in  the  County  were  also  displayed.  Slides  and  film  strips  were  shown  with  an  accompanying 
commentary  on  a tape  recorder.  Equipment  used  in  the  teaching  of  dental  health  was  on  show  as  well. 
Smaller  exhibitions  were  arranged  in  conjunction  with  several  local  Shows. 

Exhibitions  have  a definite  place  in  any  health  education  programme,  particularly  in  attracting 
interest  to  the  subject.  But  their  value  is  probably  small  unless  they  are  linked  with  a continuous  compaign 
of  talks  and  lectures  to  groups  and  individuals.  The  value  of  television  and  radio  in  this  respect  is  vast, 
and  the  increasing  number  of  references  to  teeth  and  prevention  of  dental  disease  on  these  media  in  recent 
years  has  been  helpful  in  focusing  attention  on  the  seriousness  of  the  problem.  Miss  Ryley  was  asked 
to  speak  on  the  West  Region  Service  of  both  radio  and  television,  which  gave  a valuable  opportunity  of 
furthering  local  interest  in  this  work.  Many  new  visual  aids  in  the  way  of  posters  and  leaflets  were  produced 
locally  and  by  organisations  such  as  the  Oral  Hygiene  Service.  All  these  were  used  to  the  full. 

The  figures  of  treatment  required  by  the  small  number  of  pre-school  children  seen  at  clinics  show 
that  there  can  be  no  complacency  in  this  matter.  In  fact  they  indicate  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  increase 
the  dental  health  education  of,  in  particular,  young  mothers  and  mothers-to-be.  This  is  one  of  the  challenges 
that  must  be  met  in  1961. 


(X)  Health  Visiting 

Except  for  district  nurse/midwife/health  visitors  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  a full-time  estab- 
lishment. While  on  December  31st,  i960,  the  full-time  staff  was  complete,  no  suitable  applicants  were 
available  to  fill  the  vacancies  arising  on  January  1st,  1961.  The  general  indications  were  of  difficulty  in 
recruiting  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  introduction  of  clerks  to  assist  health  visitors  has  been  welcomed  by  the  staff,  who  make  the 
maximum  use  of  the  help  available.  Three  areas  where  four  or  more  health  visitors  work  from  a centre 
have  part-time  clerks  appointed. 

The  increase  in  the  population  of  the  County  has  necessitated  increases  of  staff. 

In  addition  to  the  163,906  visits  paid  to  the  homes  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  the  Health  Visitors 
made  14,526  other  visits. 
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Eleven  student,  accepted  for  training  under  the  Council’s  training  scheme,  completed  the  Health 
Visitors’  Training  Course  in  June.  Ten  students  successfully  passed  the  examination  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Health  in  June  and  one  student  was  successful  in  the  examination  held  in  December.  Eight  were  appointed 
as  full-time  Health  Visitors  and  three  were  appointed  to  carry  out  combined  duties  of  District  Nursing/ 
Midwifery /Health  Visiting  in  the  County. 

Nine  students  were  accepted  for  training  in  the  present  course  which  commenced  on  5th  September. 
Eight  students  were  selected  to  take  the  course  under  the  County’s  scheme  and  one  Turkish  student, 
sponsored  by  the  World  Health  Organisation,  was  accepted.

(b)  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  whooping  cough  which  commenced  in  June,  1955,  continued  to 
develop  and  7,640  children  were  protected  compared  with  7,190  in  1959. 

With  effect  from  the  1st  April,  the  triple  vaccine  (diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus)  was  used  in 
Child  Welfare  Centres  as  a routine. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  numbers  of  children  for  whom  records  were  received.  The 
total  number  of  children  receiving  combined  prophylaxis,  which  is  also  included  in  the  statistics  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  in  sub-paragraph  (d)  below,  shows  an  increase  of  2,208  on  1959.

(c)  B.C.G.  Vaccination 

The  procedure  described  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1955  and  1958  has  continued.  The 
table  below  gives  details  of  the  results  during  the  last  three  years.  The  “ grand  total  ” refers  to  all  children 
who  have  been  tested  since  the  scheme  was  extended  to  13  year  olds  in  October,  1954. 

The  acceptance  rate  of  73.8%  could  still  be  improved,  particularly  because  of  the  valuable  protection 
afforded  at  a time  when  children  will  be  leaving  school  and  thus  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  infection  with 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  scheme  includes  children  of  12  years  and  over,  and  during  the  year,  several 
independent  schools  agreed  to  take  part.

The  immunity  index  of  children  under  one  year  is  26.5.  Reinforcing  injections  for  school  children 
showed  a decrease  of  3,190  to  8,041,  but  this  is  accounted  for  by  the  exceptional  number  of  booster 
injections  done  in  1959  through  the  effect  of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign  the  previous  year. 
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(e)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  was  extended  on  the  ist  February  to  include  all  persons  under  40. 

On  the  ist  January,  2,522  children  and  adults  were  awaiting  injections  and  1,839  required  second 
injections.  During  the  year,  48,664  persons  completed  the  initial  course  of  two  injections,  68,108  received 
a third  injection,  making  a total  of  139,075  since  these  were  offered  in  September,  1958.  The  position  on 
31st  December  was  as  follows  :

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Columns  (2)  and  (3)  were  previously  included  under  sitting  car  cases.  Besides  dealing  with  a large 
number  of  out-patients  previously  carried  by  the  cars,  the  bus  type  vehicles  (col.  3)  carry  mentally  handi- 
capped children  to  training  centres  and  physically  handicapped  persons  to  occupational  centres. 

Much  of  the  increase  in  total  mileage  is  due  to  the  larger  number  of  cases  carried  by  the  Hospital 
Car  Service  from  outlying  areas.  This  has  reduced  to  a certain  extent  the  late  timings  of  arrivals  and  depar- 
tures from  clinics.  The  voluntary  drivers  are  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  the  Service,  and  their  co-operation, 
often  under  difficult  conditions,  is  greatly  appreciated.  353  cases  were  carried  by  rail  during  the  year, 
compared  with  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  224. 

V ehicles 

During  i960,  four  new  ambulances  were  put  into  service  under  the  replacement  programme. 

Stations 

The  erection  of  a new  garage  and  the  adaptation  of  existing  buildings  as  administrative  accommodation 
at  Mousell  Barn,  Cinderford,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  use  of  the  Red  Cross  Hut  at  Patchway  was  discontinued,  and  shared  accommodation  arranged 
at  the  Fire  Station  nearby.  A site  has  been  acquired  for  a new  Station  at  Tewkesbury. 

Personnel 

82  driver /attendants  were  employed  at  the  end  of  i960.  The  number  of  telephone-operators  has  been 
increased  from  12  to  16. 

Civil  Defence 

The  Ambulance  and  First  Aid  Section  of  the  Civil  Defence  Corps  now  consists  of  566  volunteers 
the  majority  of  whom  have  received  full  or  partial  training  by  Service  or  Corps  Instructors.  A full  programme 
of  training  and  operational  exercises  continues,  together  with  some  driving  instruction. 

(XIII)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 
1.  Chiropody 

In  April,  1959  the  Minister  of  Health  indicated  that  he  was  prepared  to  approve  proposals  by  local  health 
authorities  for  the  establishment  or  extension  of  a chiropody  service  as  part  of  their  arrangements  for  the 
prevention  of  illness  under  Section  28(1)  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

There  existed  in  the  County  the  nucleus  of  a very  good  chiropody  service  which  was  undertaken 
by  the  various  voluntary  organisations  in  the  County,  Old  People’s  Clubs  and  also  at  Welfare  Homes. 
All  these  services  were  integrated  into  the  County  service  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  i960. 
Chiropody  treatment  is  carried  out  at  centres  and  clinics  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  72  centres 
which  were  covered  by  three  whole  time  and  twelve  part-time  Chiropodists.  There  are  several  areas  in 
the  County  where  little  or  no  service  exists,  but  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  the  recruitment  of  whole  and 
part-time  Chiropodists,  it  was  not  possible  to  offer  facilities  for  treatment  in  these  areas.

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2.  Tuberculosis 

At  the  31st  December,  126  persons  were  receiving  free  milk  at  the  rate  of  two  pints  per  day.  In  only 
one  case  was  the  supply  reduced  to  one  pint  daily.  Apart  from  the  extra  assistance  given  to  the  tuberculous 
patient  by  National  benefits,  substantial  and  tangible  help  is  afforded  to  them  by  the  ten  Voluntary 
Tuberculous  After-Care  Committees,  who  raise  their  own  funds.  Some  of  these  Committees,  in  line 
with  the  former  National  Association  are  extending  their  help  to  sufferers  with  other  forms  of  chest  disease 
and  heart  disease.

2.  General 

(a)  Home  Nursing  Requisites 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  St  John  Ambulance  Brigade  continue  to  act  as  the  County 
Council’s  agents  for  the  temporary  loan  of  articles.  The  two  organisations  maintain  76  depots  and  the 
voluntary  effort  expended  in  administering  these  depots  is  a source  of  much  satisfaction.  Articles  which 
are  required  for  long  periods  or  permanently  are  supplied  through  the  Health  Department  together  with 
the  supply  of  beds,  bedding,  disinfectants  and  paper  handkerchiefs  for  tuberculous  patients. 
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( b ) Rest  Homes 

Patients,  including  old  people  in  need  of  rest  and  recuperation,  numbering  128  in  the  year,  have 
been  sent  to  voluntary  administered  homes.  This  figure  excludes  mothers  with  young  children  who  have 
been  included  in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  section  in  this  report. 

(c)  Health  Education 

Formal  health  education  continues  to  increase  slowly. 

The  greatest  increase  during  the  year  has  been  in  Mothercraft  classes. 

These  classes  are  arranged,  usually  in  conjunction  with  Relaxation  classes,  for  expectant  mothers. 
The  opportunity  is  taken  to  teach  many  aspects  of  general  health  as  well  as  those  subjects  of  specific 
interest  to  the  expectant  mother,  in  the  care  of  herself,  both  before  and  after  her  baby  is  born  and  of  the 
baby  itself.  Husbands  attend  a number  of  these  sessions.  These  classes  are  now  arranged  in  25  different 
centres. 

Two  new  Mothers’  Clubs  were  opened  during  the  year,  at  Winchcombe  and  Cirencester,  the  main 
purpose  of  these  clubs  being  health  education. 

The  provision  of  displays  in  child  welfare  centres  on  subjects  of  topical  interest  has  continued.  The 
subject  most  stressed  has  been  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  home.  Many  aspects  of  this  topic  have 
been  displayed.  Despite  the  immense  amount  of  teaching  on  this  subject  parents  still  leave  much  to  chance 
and  more  education  is  needed. 

The  topic  for  the  display  at  the  “ Three  Counties  Show  ” was  protection  by  vaccination  and  immunisa- 
tion. 


(XIV)  Home  Help 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  recruit  a few  more  part-time  helps  to  assist  the  increasing  number 
of  chronic  sick  and  old  persons  needing  continued  care.  Recruitment  is  becoming  much  more  difficult. 
Owing  to  increase  in  wages  and  various  social  activities  offered  to  women  in  industry,  the  work  of  the 
home  help  has  by  contrast  proved  much  less  attractive.  Work  with  chronically  sick  and  old  people,  can 
be  very  rewarding  but  is  exhausting  and  trying,  and  many  women  prefer  the  companionship  and  variety 
which  other  jobs  offer.  The  work  of  the  helpers  is  most  gratifying  and  every  effort  is  made  to  encourage 
them  and  give  some  publicity  to  the  work  done.  During  the  summer,  meetings  were  arranged  in  several 
parts  of  the  county  which  made  it  possible  for  every  home  help  to  meet  the  Organising  staff.  At  these 
meetings,  every  aspect  of  the  work  was  discussed  and  the  helps  had  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
views  and  talking  over  their  problems.  There  were  excellent  attendances  and  there  was  enthusiasm  at  the 
prospect  of  training  which  it  is  hoped  to  introduce  during  next  year. 

Resident  Service 

During  the  year  another  Resident  help  left  on  marriage  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  been 
possible  to  replace  her.  This  service  continues  its  valuable  work  although,  through  sickness  of  two  of  the 
staff,  it  was  not  possible  to  cover  as  many  cases  as  the  previous  year. 

Night  sitters 

There  was  a small  increase  in  the  demand  mainly  in  the  Cheltenham  area. 

Daily  Service 

The  work  has  increased  considerably  and  help  was  given  to  115  more  maternity  cases.  This  increase 
was  mainly  in  the  south  of  the  county.  The  figures  for  the  Berkeley  area  increased  from  79  to  106  and  in 
the  Kingswood  area  the  figure  rose  from  154  to  190.  The  assistance  to  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  continues 
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and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  these  long  term  cases  permanently  receiving  help  increased 
from  i,5 1 1 to  1,903  per  week.  More  old  people  have  been  rehabilitated  in  their  own  homes  by  the  kindness 
and  attention  shown  to  these  old  people  by  the  home  helps  outside  their  official  duties  and  very  often 
outside  official  time.  Specially  selected  home  helps  have  been  used  in  assisting  with  the  community  care 
of  the  mentally  sick. 

Recoverable  Charges 

The  existing  scale  with  the  minimum  charge  continues  to  apply  very  successfuly.  There  are  few  bad 
debts  and  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board  has  ensured  that  there 
is  no  hardship  to  persons  on  low  incomes  who  use  the  Service.

(XV)  Mental  Health 

1.  Administration 

(1 a ) Mental  Health  Act , 1959 

The  Act  came  into  full  operation  on  1st  November,  1959.  Previously  the  Committee  had  approved 
24  medical  practitioners  on  the  recommendations  of  members  of  the  Advisory  Panel,  as  having  special 
experience  in  the  treatment  and  diagnosis  of  mental  disorder.  The  Committee  also  authorised  members 
and  senior  officers  to  perform  various  functions  in  connection  with  guardianship  patients,  inspection  and 
registration  of  nursing  homes,  to  receive  and  amend  documents  and  also  approved  officers  to  exercise 
the  functions  of  mental  welfare  officers. 

(b)  Staff 

At  31st  December,  i960,  and  excluding  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham  there  were  thirty-one  staff  in 
full-time  employment,  and  Two  Registrars  undertaking  part-time  (2o/38th  and  7/38ths  respectively) 
mental  welfare  duties.  The  only  vacancy  then  existing,  which  has  since  been  filled,  was  for  the  appointment 
of  a mental  welfare  officer  for  the  southern  part  of  the  County. 

2.  Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  Mental  Iillness  (In  this  report,  statistics  do  not  include  patients  residing  in  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham 
for  the  period  1st  April  to  31st  December,  i960). 

The  increasing  attendance  of  out-patients  at  Psychiatric  Clinics  has  resulted  in  additional  “ after-care  ” 
work  for  the  mental  welfare  officers  but  indicates  the  growing  tendency  to  treat  the  mentally  disordered 
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in  the  community,  whenever  possible.  Hospital  admissions  are  now  generally  arranged  on  an  informal 
basis.  As  statistics  of  all  informal  admissions  are  not  available  it  is  not  possible  to  tabulate  i960 
admissions  to  permit  an  accurate  comparison  with  the  figures  of  previous  years.  Separate  tables  relating 
only  to  i960  are,  therefore,  presented.

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  now  widely  engaged  in  the  community  care  of  former  hospital 
patients.  Their  case  loads  are  increasing  as  a proportion  of  these  patients  require  help  and  guidance  for 
long  periods,  and  support  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  is  continued  until  the  patients’  responsible 
medical  officers  agree  that  visits  and  guidance  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  may  cease.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  this  liaison  between  the  Hospital  and  Health  Department  staffs  is  permitting  the  earlier  discharge 
of  patients  from  hospital  and  allows  them  to  remain  in  the  community  unless  in-patient  treatment  is 
absolutely  essential.

Relatives  or  friends  of  patients  are  encouraged  by  the  hospitals  to  accept  patients  into  their  homes 
for  periods  of  holiday  leave,  which  is  normally  only  approved  when  the  hospital  social  workers  or  mental 
welfare  officers  report  that  the  home  circumstances  and  supervision  are  adequate.  The  hospital  beds 
thus  becoming  vacant  are  made  available  by  the  hospitals  for  the  short  term  care  of  subnormal  patients 
from  the  community.  This  procedure  involves  the  hospitals  in  much  additional  work,  but  is  very  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  parents  who  are  provided  with  a period  of  relief  from  the  continuous  problem  of  caring 
for  a subnormal  patient  at  home  and  is  equally  welcomed  by  the  pateints  and  relatives  of  hospital  patients 
who  benefit  from  the  holiday  leave  scheme. 

During  i960,  49  subnormal  patients  were  admitted  for  short-term  hospital  care. 

At  31st  December,  1959,  there  were  41  patients  on  the  waiting  list  for  long-term  care  in  hospital 
but,  during  this  year,  the  position  had  improved  as,  at  31st  December,  i960,  the  waiting  list  included 
38  patients  only  (30  from  the  County,  and  8 from  Cheltenham). 

(ii)  ASCERTAINMENT 

Once  again,  figures  cannot  be  related  to  1959  statistics,  as  the  Cheltenham  Municipal  Borough  patients 
were  separately  recorded  as  from  April  1st,  i960. 

During  i960,  the  Committee  recorded  decisions  in  respect  of  81  patients,  the  majority  in  respect 
of  children  referred  by  the  Education  Committee,  namely  30  patients  requiring  care  and  guidance  on 
leaving  school  and  a further  30  as  unsuitable  for  education  at  school.  The  remaining  21  patients  were 
referred  by  other  authorities,  health  visitors,  mental  welfare  officers  or  the  police. 

The  Register,  at  31st  December,  i960,  included  1,312  patients  normally  resident  in  the  County.

(iii)  CARE,  TREATMENT  AND  GUIDANCE 

During  the  year,  the  Committee  removed  from  the  Register  the  names  of  72  patients,  whose  behaviour 
and  employment  over  a period  of  at  least  two  years,  had  caused  no  concern.

Of  the  820  patients  under  supervision  and  guardianship,  at  31st  December,  i960,  210  were  employed, 
in  the  following  trades  : —

Employment  is  difficult  to  secure  for  the  lower  grades,  and  particularly  for  those  patients  from  rural 
areas  who  are  often  unable  to  cope  with  the  complexity  of  modern  farming  methods,  and  are  unable  to 
hold  a driving  licence  to  permit  their  independent  transport  to  an  area  in  which  suitable  work  may  be 
available.  It  is  for  these  patients,  that  the  sheltered  workshops  and  residential  hostels  are  so  necessary. 

(iv)  PATIENTS  ON  LEAVE  FROM  HOSPITALS 

At  3!st  December,  i960,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  visiting  5 patients,  but  the  visiting  of  such 
patients  is  generally  carried  out  by  hospital  social  workers.  Monthly  reports  on  the  progress  of  patients  on 
leave  under  the  new  Act  will  be  required.  The  extent  to  which  mental  welfare  officers  are  concerned  in 
the  supervision  of  patients  on  leave  from  hospitals  may  well  increase  in  the  future. 

(v)  GUARDIANSHIP 

Four  patients  were  under  guardianship,  at  31st  December,  i960  ; only  one  being  financially  assisted. 

The  intention  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  for  hospital  patients  to  be  discharged,  whenever  possible, 
for  care  in  the  community  may  result  in  an  increase  of  guardianship  cases,  to  ensure  that  adequate 
powers  of  control  over  these  patients  are  available  and  are  properly  exercised. 

All  existing  guardianship  cases  are  under  review,  for  reclassification  before  the  end  of  the  Act’s 
transitional  period,  on  30th  April,  1961. 

(vi)  TRAINING  CENTRES 

The  Cheltenham  Training  Centre  was,  from  1st  April,  i960,  administered  by  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham,  but  control  of  admissions  remains  with  the  County  Council.

To  maintain  contact  work  production  nineteen  adult  trainees  worked  during  two  weeks  of  the  August 
holiday  period  at  the  Warmley  Centre.  The  work  completed  during  this  period  produced  a gross  income 
of  over  £40,  and  the  trainees  concerned  were  paid  additional  pocket  money.  This  procedure  will  continue 
to  be  required  to  ensure  the  continued  supply  of  completed  work  as  contract  work  expands,  and  emphasises 
that  the  future  Adult  Workshop  groups  must  have  time-tables  comparable  with  industrial  working  hours. 
This  particular  experiment  proved  that  mixed  adult  groups  achieved  a higher  production  rate  and  the 
adult  trainees  are  now  separated  into  two  mixed  groups  of  the  higher  and  lower  grades  of  subnormality. 
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The  Gloucestershire  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  has  produced 
an  excellent  film  of  the  Cheltenham  Training  Centre.  This  film  has  already  been  very  widely  shown. 
Its  high  quality  has  been  greatly  appreciated  and  is  providing  valuable  publicity  of  the  work  done  in  the 
training  of  subnormal  patients.  The  Society  has  again  been  of  very  great  help  to  the  parents  of  subnormal 
children,  and  in  providing  amenities  in  the  Training  Centres. 

The  Home  Teacher,  on  four  days  each  week,  takes  a group  of  five  children  from  the  North  Cots  wold 
area.  She  is  now  also  spending  one  day  weekly  carrying  out  teaching  programmes  to  children  in  their 
own  homes  who  are  too  severely  handicapped  for  inclusion  in  Training  Centre  groups,  in  addition  to 
providing  teaching  assistance  at  St  Mary’s  Home,  Painswick,  a hostel  provided  by  Hortham  Hospital 
for  the  care  of  high-grade  female  subnormal  patients. 


3.  Mental  Health  Year 

Film  Shows  and  talks  throughout  the  County  were  well  attended,  and  displays  featuring  mental 
health  services  were  on  view  in  shop  windows,  county  libraries  and  other  prominent  sites,  including  the 
Stroud  Show.  The  Training  Centres,  and  Psychiatric  Hospitals  were  open  to  the  public  throughout 
Mental  Health  Week,  July  I9th-26th. 

The  impact  of  Mental  Health  Year  publicity  is  gratifying.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  increasing  demands 
for  members  of  the  staff  to  give  talks  to  a wide  variety  of  organisations.  Nevertheless,  the  unqualified 
acceptance  by  the  community  of  the  mentally  disordered  is  still  far  from  unconditional.  This  fact  was 
emphasised  by  the  firm  opposition  of  a primary  school  parent/teachers  group  to  a proposal  to  convert  a 
former  children’s  home  to  a hostel  for  stabilised  psychiatric  patients. 


4.  Co-operation  with  Hospitals 
(a)  Subnormal  Patients 

The  Medical  Superintendents  have  been  most  helpful  in  accepting  patients  for  short-term  hospital 
care  and  in  the  examination  of  patients  at  their  Assessment  Clinics.  Informal  admission  is  now  used  in 
every  instance,  excepting  the  small  proportion  of  patients  whose  behaviour  would  result  in  real  danger 
should  they  discharge  themselves  against  medical  advice. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  completed  128  reports  on  behalf  of  Hospital  Management  Committtees 
in  connection  with  the  award  of  leave,  statutory  review  or  discharge  of  patients. 


( b ) Mental  Patients 

The  very  close  liaison  with  the  staff  of  Horton  Road  and  Coney  Hill  Hospitals,  Gloucester,  and 
Littlemore  Hospital,  Oxford,  has  continued,  and  is  slowly  developing  with  the  Glenside  and  Barrow 
Hospitals,  Bristol.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attended  weekly  Conferences  at  which  new  cases  were  discussed, 
monthly  Conferences  when  the  progress  of  patients  admitted  a year  previously  were  reviewed,  and  also 
the  monthly  Rehabilitation  Conferences.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  also  welcomed  the  growing 
use  of  their  services  by  the  Consultants,  with  regard  to  the  attendance  of  out-patients  at  Psychiatric 
Clinics.  Social  histories  are  prepared  by  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  all  the  patients  admitted  by  them, 
and  also  for  other  informal  admissions  when  the  hospital  Social  Workers  are  not  readily  able  to  provide 
this  information. 

The  reports  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers  upon  a selected  number  of  discharged  schizophrenic  patients, 
in  connection  with  the  survey  organised  by  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hospitals  Trust,  are  now  completed 
and  the  publication  of  the  results  of  this  survey  is  awaited  with  interest. 
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5.  The  Future  Mental  Health  Service 

The  Council’s  Proposals  for  its  future  Mental  Health  Service  have  now  been  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Health.  The  County  compares  favourably  with  many  other  authorities  in  already  having  Training 
Centres  able  to  accommodate  most  of  the  suitable  subnormal  patients,  but  the  replacement  of  the  Stone- 
house  and  Newnham-on- Severn  Centres  is  being  afforded  high  priority.  Provisional  capital  building 
programmes  include  the  provision  of  a Training  Centre  in  the  North  Cotswolds,  Adult  Workshops  and 
Training  Centres  in  Cheltenham,  Cinderford  and  the  southern  area  of  the  County,  and  for  the  provision 
of  Residential  Hostels. 

Staff  to  meet  the  growth  of  these  community  services  will  be  appointed  when  required  and  the 
Council  is  actively  considering  schemes  to  ensure  that  all  members  of  its  Mental  Health  Service  staff 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  training  for  a nationally  recognised  qualification.  The  ready  co-operation 
of  the  Physician  Superintendent  of  the  Horton  Road  and  Coney  Hill  Hospitals  in  permitting  my  staff 
to  attend  psychiatry  lectures  is  warmly  appreciated.

During  the  year  2 men  have  received  Industrial  Rehabilitation  at  America  Lodge,  Torquay  and 
subsequently  have  been  employed  in  Open  Industry.  One  man  left  Open  Industry  and  became  a Home 
Worker.  One  Home  Worker  left  the  Scheme  and  after  Rehabilitation  and  training  is  to  be  employed  in 
the  Engineering  Section  at  the  Bristol  Workshops  for  the  Blind.  One  Home  Worker  retired  on  reaching 
the  age  of  69. 

Home  Teaching  Service 

With  the  Delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  Services  to  Cheltenham  Borough  one  Home  Teacher 
was  seconded  to  the  Borough  and  a new  appointment  was  made  in  July,  i960  to  cover  the  Cirencester, 
Northleach,  Stow-on-the-Wold  and  Moreton-in-Marsh  area.  Adjustments  were  made  which  have  reduced 
the  case  load  to  approximately  130  cases  per  Home  Teacher.  The  Home  Teachers  by  visits  and  follow  up 
visits  ensure  that  hospital  appointments  are  kept. 

The  Handicraft  Classes  at  Cirencester,  Stonehouse,  Stroud,  Soundwell  and  Tewkesbury  are  producing 
good  work.  Some  concern  is  felt  over  the  disposal  of  saleable  articles  and  a satisfactory  solution  is  yet  to  be 
found. 

During  the  year  the  Home  Teachers  paid  8,404  visits  to  the  Blind  and  Partially-Sighted  in  their 
own  homes,  and  gave  1,780  lessons  in  reading  embossed  literature  (Braille  and  Moon),  Deaf/Blind  Manual 
and  Handicrafts.

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THE  DEAF/BLIND 

The  experimental  club  for  the  Deaf/Blind  in  Stroud  has  continued  in  conjunction  with  the  Welfare 
Officer  for  the  Deaf. 

The  Western  Regional  Association  for  the  Blind  arranged  a week-end  at  Weston-super-Mare  which 
was  very  successful.  The  Home  Teachers  acted  as  guides  and  visits  were  paid  to  places  of  interest  and 
the  members  of  the  party  were  able  to  renew  friendships  made  at  the  week’s  Course  held  at  Teignmouth 
the  previous  year. 

Homes 

ELLERSLIE,  ALBERT  ROAD,  CHELTENHAM 

There  is  accommodation  for  37  which  has  been  kept  filled  throughout  the  year.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  Home  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  admit  an  increasing  number  of  aged  blind  people  who  need 
more  nursing  care  than  was  originally  intended.  This  makes  the  work  difficult  for  the  Matron  and  her  Staff. 

FERNEY  HILL  HOME  FOR  THE  INFIRM  BLIND,  DURSLEY 

There  are  4 beds  for  men  and  19  for  women  which  have  been  in  constant  use.  The  waiting  list  for 
admission  never  grows  less  with  the  large  proportion  of  old  people  on  the  Register.  There  were  staffing 
difficulties  particularly  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff  prepared  to  live  in.  The  valuable  help  given  in  writing 
letters,  shopping  and  entertaining  by  Voluntary  Helpers  at  both  Homes  is  greatly  appreciated  by  both 
the  residents  and  the  Staff. 

(b)  Partially- Sighted 

During  the  year  19  names  were  added  to  the  Register  making  a total  of  134  on  the  Register,  an  increase 
of  6 on  the  previous  year.

( b ) Deaf 

The  register  reached  a total  of  1,071  at  31st  December,  i960.  A total  of  1,203  visits  were  made 
during  the  year,  18  to  under  2 year  olds,  301  of  those  between  2 and  16  years,  406  to  16-65  years  old, 
and  496  to  the  over  65’s. 

From  April,  Cheltenham  has  been  operated  as  a separate  unit  and  this  has  necessitated  extra  admistra- 
tive  work  with  quarterly  reports  on  Cheltenham  cases. 

The  Welfare  Officer  has  continued  to  accompany  Otologists  from  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Hospitals 
on  domiciliary  visits  to  house-bound  and  bedridden  patients,  where  she  has  previously  visited  and  tried 
with  aids.  Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  with  other  sections  of  the  Health  Department, 
i.e.  Mental  Health,  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses,  etc.  Cases 
have  continued  to  be  referred  by  these  sections,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  General  Practitioners, 
Hospital  Almoners,  and  the  Hearing  Aid  Clinic.  Due  to  the  steady  increase  on  the  register,  new  cases 
have  had  to  wait  longer  than  is  desirable. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  born  deaf  or  early  deafened  requiring  hearing  aids, 
all  of  whom  require  auditory  training  to  gain  benefit  from  their  aids,  which  necessitates  many  evening 
visits.  Howevei,  one  large  construction  company  on  the  Berkeley  Power  Station  site  made  a room  available 
for  the  Welfare  Officer  to  use  for  training  any  of  their  employees  needing  help  with  aids  or  lipreading. 
This  was  a great  help  as  the  men  did  not  have  to  lose  time,  nor  did  they  find  it  so  difficult  to  concentrate 
as  if  they  had  waited  until  the  evening  when  they  were  tired. 


(c)  Cripples 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  December  31st,  i960  was  1,999  and,  during  the  year  207  new 
applications  for  help  were  received.

In  addition,  132  patients  with  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  having  occupational  therapy,  and  338  visits 
have  been  made  to  them.  This  is  an  increase  of  only  8 cases  since  last  year  and  many  patients  now  return 
to  work  soon  after  leaving  hospital.  The  number  of  cases  of  Rheumatoid  Arthritis  and  Osteo  Arthritis 
has  increased  considerably  while  there  are  fewer  cases  of  polio,  no  new  cases  being  registered  this  year. 
There  is  still  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Disseminated  Sclerosis  and  Parkinsons  disease 
brought  to  our  notice. 

Occupational  Therapy 

The  four  Domiciliary  Occupational  Therapists  have  made  3,941  visits  during  the  year  to  teach 
craftwork,  and  also  to  provide  necessary  Aids  to  Daily  Living.  A great  many  more  cases  are  now  being 
referred  from  hospitals  where  a patient  needs  help  in  order  to  be  able  to  return  home  to  live  independently. 
Special  aids  to  help  with  bathing,  dressing  and  toilet,  and  with  housework  are  often  needed,  and  occasionally 
structural  alterations  to  the  home  are  carried  out.  A new  Occupational  Therapy  Centre  was  opened  at 
Filton  in  January,  meeting  one  half  day  each  week.  Attendances  have  been  very  regular  and  the  Centre 
seems  to  be  fulfilling  a real  need.  The  Occupational  Therapy  Centres  at  Soundwell  and  Stroud  continue 
to  provide  a much  needed  service  one  half  day  per  week  while  the  Forest  of  Dean  Unit  meets  for  one 
whole  day  per  week. 

The  Forest  of  Dean  Occupational  Therapy  Unit  staged  an  Exhibition  at  the  Mining  and  Technical 
College,  Cinderford,  in  the  Spring  and  this  resulted  in  many  orders  being  taken  for  the  Unit  and  provided 
some  very  helpful  local  publicity. 

Social  Clubs 

The  Good  Companions  Club  in  Cheltenham  which  is  run  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  continued 
to  expand  and  a similar  Club  was  opened  in  Cirencester  in  October.  Plans  are  now  being  made  to  start 
another  Club  in  Dursley.  These  Clubs  are  very  much  appreciated,  particularly  by  those  severely  disabled 
people  who  would  otherwise  never  leave  their  homes.  Transport,  now  provided  by  the  County  Ambulance 
Service  and  Hospital  Car  Service,  makes  it  possible  to  run  these  Clubs. 

Marketing 

Many  more  handicapped  people  are  producing  saleable  articles  and  the  standard  of  goods  has  improved 
due  to  the  continued  efforts  of  the  four  Domiciliary  Occupational  Therapists.  The  problem  of  marketing 
these  goods  increases  and  this  side  of  the  work  is  taking  up  more  and  more  time. 

During  the  year  £1,290  worth  of  goods  have  been  sold,  an  increase  of  £279  on  last  year’s  sales. 

A shop  window  at  1 College  Court,  Gloucester,  has  been  lent  to  us  rent  free,  for  the  display  and  sale 
of  goods  made  by  the  physically  handicapped.  The  four  Occupational  Therapy  Centres  are  producing 
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more  saleable  goods  and  the  Forest  of  Dean  Occupational  Therapy  Unit  has  widened  its  range  considerably 
to  include  rush  seating  of  chairs,  for  which  there  is  a steady  demand.  It  also  makes  some  of  the  aids 
needed  by  severely  disabled  people  and  undertakes  certain  types  of  repairs.  An  exhibition  of  aids  in  con- 
junction with  a sale  of  goods  made  by  the  physically  handicapped  was  held  in  the  Cheltenham  Town 
Hall,  and  organised  by  the  Cheltenham  Committee. 

Voluntary  Help 

The  8 voluntary  Area  Committees  have  had  a busy  year  organising  outings,  parties  and  church 
services  for  the  benefit  of  the  disabled  people  in  their  particular  districts.  They  have  also  given  invaluable 
help  with  the  marketing  of  goods  by  arranging  and  staffing  sales.  As  the  work  continues  to  increase,  more 
helpers  are  needed  particularly  in  the  rural  areas. 


SECTION  C 
DISEASES 

i.  Infectious  Diseases 

The  notification  of  infectious  diseases  received  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  II  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

(a)  Diphtheria 

This  is  the  seventh  year  in  succession  without  a case  of  Diphtheria. 

( b ) Scarlet  Fever 

The  number  of  notifications  was  257  as  compared  with  374  in  1959. 

( c ) Measles 

There  were  1,759  cases  notified  as  compared  with  6,273  in  J959* 

(d)  Whooping  Cough 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  484  as  compared  with  379. 

(e)  Pneumonia 

There  were  92  cases  of  pneumonia  as  compared  with  198  in  1959.  Of  these  35  occurred  in  urban 
districts  and  57  in  rural  districts.  209  deaths  were  recorded  as  compared  with  227. 

(/)  Influenza 

Although  there  was  no  Influenza  epidemic  in  i960,  15  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  or  associated 
with  this  disease. 

(g)  G astro-intestinal  Diseases 

251  cases  of  dysentery  were  reported  as  compared  with  302  in  1959,  96  in  urban  districts  and  155  in 
rural  districts. 

(h)  Diseases  of  the  Central  Nervous  System 

The  number  of  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  notified  was  3 paralytic. 

(i)  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

The  notifications  decreased  from  119  in  1959  to  92. 
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2.  Veneral  Diseases 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  County  cases  coming  under  treatment  during  1959  at  the 
various  treatment  centres.

Dr  E.  A.  Tinkler,  Venereologist  to  the  Bristol,  Cheltenham  and  Gloucester  Clinics  says  : During 
i960  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  total  number  of  County  patients  seen  at  the  V.D.  Clinics 
at  Gloucestershire  Royal  Hospital,  Cheltenham  General  Hospital  and  the  Bristol  Clinics.  An  analysis 
of  these  figures  shows  that  syphilis  (all  stages)  remains  at  a very  low  level  of  incidence.  Gonorrhoea 
increased  significantly  in  1959  ; fortunately  this  rate  of  increase  was  not  maintained  during  i960.  The 
number  of  new  cases  of  other  conditions  increased  considerably  in  i960.  Only  two  cases  of  early  infectious 
syphilis  was  seen  in  Gloucestershire  patients  during  the  year.  The  most  encouraging  feature  is  the  dis- 
appearance of  infantile  congenital  syphilis.  No  case  under  the  age  of  one  year  has  been  encountered  in  a 
Gloucestershire  resident  since  before  1955.  The  incidence  of  gonorrhoea  has  almost  doubled  in  England 
and  Wales  since  1955.  This  increase  is  largely  confined  to  the  great  industrial  centres  but  the  increased 
reservoir  of  infection  is  very  likely  to  produce  a higher  incidence  in  the  rural  areas  during  the  next  few 
years.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  pattern  in  immigration  into  this  Country  since  1955  is  a most 
important  factor  in  the  rise  in  incidence  as  it  can  be  seen  that  industrial  centres  with  large  immigration 
populations  show  the  highest  percentage  of  incidence. 


SECTION  D 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY 

Cheltenham  Borough 
Water 

Approximately  11,231  yards  of  new  mains  have  been  laid  during  the  year.  The  diameter  of  the  pipes 
ranging  from  3 in.  to  21  in.  The  main  sources  of  supply  have  remained  unchanged. 

Sewerage 

Major  extensions,  etc.,  are  being  carried  out  at  the  Arle  Outfall  Sewer. 

Housing 

182  houses  (and  flats)  were  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  331  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 
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Nailsworth  Urban  District 
Water 

To  supply  the  new  properties  being  erected  in  Park  Road,  short  lengths  of  3 in.  and  2 in.  water  mains 
were  laid.  Water  mains  have  been  laid  to  supply  the  private  development  taking  place  off  Dark  Lane. 

Sewerage 

During  the  year  a newr  length  sewer  was  installed  in  the  Park  Road  area.  Some  twenty  new  connections 
were  made  to  the  sewers. 

Housing 

Built  by  private  enterprise— six,  a further  twenty  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
No  new  council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  but  eight  Old  Folks’  Bungalows  were  under 
construction  at  Park  Road  Circle  and  a contract  for  twelve  three-bedroom  houses  and  fourteen  garages 
were  being  negotiated  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A further  site  for  some  twenty  Old  Folks’  dwellings  with 
communal  services  was  purchased. 


Stroud  Urban  District 
Sewerage 

A large  surface  water  drain  was  laid  at  Lightpill  to  overcome  flooding  on  the  trunk  road  A.46  and 
industrial  premises. 

The  Westrip  area — Painswick  Road  including  Windsor  Place  and  Callowell,  still  require  to  be  sewered. 
No  works  of  major  maintenance  have  been  carried  out. 


Dursley  Rural  District 
Water 

105  houses  have  been  connected  to  water  mains  and  progress  has  been  made  on  the  comprehensive 
water  supply  schemes  by  the  removal  of  pumping  plant  from  Millend  Pumping  Station  to  Caswell. 

Sewerage 

Work  is  in  progress  for  the  sewering  of  Kingswood,  new  disposal  works  for  Wotton-under-Edge  and 
Kingswood  and  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  Charfield.  Schemes  for  the  sewering  of  Slimbridge, 
Cambridge,  Stinchcombe  and  North  Nibley  are  being  prepared. 

Housing 

During  the  year  44  dwellings  were  completed  which  includes  twelve  2 bedroom  bungalows  (mainly 
for  aged  persons),  four  1 bedroom  and  bed-recess  bungalows,  one  1 bedroom  bungalow,  one  1 bedroom 
flat  and  two  2 bedroom  flats  for  aged  persons. 


Stroud  Rural  District 
Water 

During  the  year  a considerable  programme  of  laying  new  mains  to  replace  existing  small  size  pipes 
was  carried  out.  The  areas  affected  were  Burleigh,  Well  Hill  and  Chapel  Lane  in  Minchinhampton  and 
Stamages  Lane,  Kemps  Lane  and  Kingsmill  Lane  in  Painswick. 
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Sewerage 

A scheme  for  sewering  the  hamlet  of  Westrip  was  approved  and  completed  during  the  year  adding 
a further  618  yards  of  sewer  to  the  total  for  the  parish  of  Randwick.  Another  extension  to  the  sewer  at 
Houndscroft,  Rodborough,  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  whole  of  the  seven  properties  for  which 
it  was  laid  have  connected. 

The  work  of  constructing  sewers  to  serve  part  of  the  village  of  Chalford  and  the  extension  of  the  main 
trunk  from  Brimscombe  Station  to  Valley  Corner  was  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  approximately 
75%  of  the  scheme  had  been  completed. 

Housing 

60  Council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  92  houses 
were  in  the  course  of  construction  and  lay  out  plans  have  been  approved  for  a further  69. 

Thornbury  Rural  District 
Water 

The  Southern  and  Central  Water  Scheme  has  been  completed  except  for  certain  future  trunk  mains. 
Consequent  upon  the  Sevemside  Industrial  Development  of  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd.,  and 
other  industrial  demands  in  the  Port  of  Bristol  Authority’s  area  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  investigated 
and  have  prepared  a Scheme  for  the  extraction  of  water  from  the  Gloucester  - Sharpness  Canal  at  a point 
near  Purton,  in  the  northern  tip  of  the  District.  This  Scheme  will  involve  the  laying  of  a large  trunk  main 
passing  in  a southerly  direction  through  the  Severn  Vale.  The  water  is  to  receive  treatment  to  make  it 
potable. 

Sewerage 

The  Alveston  Sewerage  Scheme  has  been  completed  and  the  Charfield  Sewerage  Scheme  is  nearing 
completion. 

Housing 

During  the  year  23  Council  houses  were  erected  and  300  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 


SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1.  Milk  Supply 

The  number  of  licenced  plants  in  operation  at  the  end  of  i960  was  23,  a reduction  of  one. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  laboratory  examination  was  1.721.  There  were  11  failures  of 
the  Phosphatase  Test.  None  failed  the  keeping  quality  test.  The  cause  of  each  failure  was  ascertained  and 
the  defective  mechanism  rectified. 

Sampling  of  designated  milk  (i.e.,  Sterilised,  Pasteurised  and  Tuberculin  Tested)  in  specified  areas 
within  the  County  has  also  been  continued.  37  samples  of  Sterilised  milk,  163  samples  of  Pasteurised 
milk  and  81  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Officers  for  examina- 
tion. 9 of  the  Raw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  all  the  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
milk  samples  satisfied  the  statutory  test. 

(a)  School  Milk  Supplies 

The  number  of  schools  receiving  Pasteurised  milk  was  472.  During  the  year  the  number  of  schools 
receiving  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was  reduced  from  5 to  3.  824  Pasteurised  and  8 Tuberculin  Tested 
samples  were  taken,  4 Pasteurised  and  1 Tuberculin  Tested  sample  failed  the  prescribed  tests.  All  Raw 
milk  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination. 
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(b)  Milk  Supplies  to  County  Council  Properties 

The  number  of  Pasteurised  Milk  samples  submitted  was  68,  one  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 
One  Raw  sample  taken  failed  the  Clot  on  boiling  test. 

(c)  Milk  Supplies  to  Hospitals 

Periodic  sampling  of  milk  delivered  to  the  hospitals  of  the  Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest  Group  was 
maintained.  No  unsatisfactory  samples  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

(d)  Hospital  Dairy  Farm 

The  sampling  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  produced  at  Coney  Hill  Hospital  farm  has  been  continued 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  12  of  the  13  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  gave 
satisfactory  results.  One  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test. 

(<?)  Biological  Examination  of  Milk 

During  the  period  of  this  report  107  samples  of  Raw  milk  were  submitted  for  Brucella  Abortus  and 
Tubercle  examination.  Of  this  number,  6 samples  gave  positive  culture  of  the  Brucellosis.  There  were  no 
positive  reports  on  the  Tuberculosis  tests. 

All  relevant  details  were  immediately  sent  to  the  District  Councils  concerned  for  their  action  also  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food. 

2.  Water  Sampling 

Drinking  water  from  some  schools  and  other  County  Council  properties  have  been  sampled.  One 
school  water  supply  was  unsatisfactory. 

3.  Food  Hygiene 

The  inspection  of  School  Canteen  Kitchens,  Serving  Rooms,  Central  Cooking  depots,  Kitchens  at 
Nurseries  and  Old  People’s  Homes  has  been  continued.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a good  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  maintained,  also  that  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  observed. 

4.  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  1957 

Much  publicity  was  given  in  the  national  press  to  the  necessity  for  boiling  of  waste  food  prior  to  use 
for  animal  feeding.  This  has  not  resulted  in  any  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  to  hold  a 
processor’s  licence.  By  the  31st  December  the  licences  issued  numbered  54,  an  increase  of  five  on  the 
total  for  1959.

(b)  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

On  31st  December,  i960  the  position  regarding  dairy  herds  in  the  division  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Total  number  of  Attested  Dairy  Herds  ...  2,841 

(2)  Number  of  licensed  T.T.  Dairy  Herds  ...  2,475 

(3)  Number  of  Attested  Non-designated  dairy  herds  366 

In  addition  there  were  1,874  attested  non-dairy  and  beef  herds  making  a total  of  4,715  attested  herds 
in  the  County. 

During  the  year  2,215  herd  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  licensed  T.T.  herds,  involving 
the  clinical  examination  of  108,824  cattle. 


(c)  Tuberculous  Milk — Veterinary  Investigations 

During  i960,  no  initial  reports  of  tubercle  bacilli  having  been  found  in  bulk  milk  samples  were 
received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 


(d)  Congenital  Bovine  Tuberculosis 

No  cases  of  Congenital  Bovine  Tuberculosis  were  reported  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  during  i960. 


(e)  Brucella  Abortus  Infection  in  Milk 

No  reports  were  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  involving  illness  in  human  beings  from 
the  consumption  of  Brucella  Abortus. 

In  order  to  obtain  information  regarding  certain  aspects  of  Brucellosis  in  cattle  the  Ministry  is  carrying 
out  a national  survey  on  a random  sample  of  herds.  The  survey  commenced  on  1st  October,  i960  and  will 
last  until  30th  September,  1961. 
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The  objects  of  the  survey  are  to  estimate  : — 

(a)  the  national  incidence  of  herd  infection 

(b)  the  incidence  of  infection  in  the  herd,  including  any  marked  regional  variation 

(c)  the  relation  of  uterine  infection  to  milk  infection  in  the  same  animal 

(d)  the  effects  of  the  use  of  S.19  vaccine  on  (a)  - (c)  above  in  the  different  circumstances  of 
vaccination 

(e)  economic  loss  through  (1)  abortion,  (2)  still  births,  low  viability  of  aborted  calves,  (4) 
retained  foetel  membranes,  (5)  infertility  following  abortion  and  (6)  loss  of  milk. 

In  Gloucestershire  52  herds  were  selected  at  random — and  of  this  number  36  owners  of  these  herds 
agreed  to  participate  in  the  survey. 

(/)  Tuberculosis  Attested  Herds  Scheme  I Area  Eradication  Plan  for  Tuberculosis 

All  herds  in  the  division  have  now  acquired  attested  status.  During  i960, 169,430  cattle  were  tuberculin 
tested,  when  470  reactors  were  disclosed,  representing  0.27%  of  the  total  number  of  animals  tested. 

Repeated  tuberculin  testing  of  the  herds  in  the  county  is  being  carried  out  to  ensure  that  they  are 
being  maintained  free  from  tuberculosis. 

(g)  Calf  Vaccination  Scheme 

In  i960,  7,381  calves  and  heifers  prior  to  service  were  vaccinated  under  the  above  scheme,  which 
operates  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  immunity  against  infection  with  contagious  abortion. 

(, h ) Poultry  Stock  Improvement  Plan 

Under  the  above,  Animal  Health  Division  is  responsible  for  blood  testing  the  adult  birds  of  flock 
owners  to  ensure  that  such  flocks  are  kept  free  from  infection  with  Bacillary  White  Diarrhoea  (S.  Pullorum). 
During  i960 — 118,379  fowls  (including  turkeys)  were  blood  tested  in  63  flocks  when  150  reactors  were 
declared  (%  of  birds  positive  0.15). 

Reports  of  Fowl  Typhoid  (S.  Gallinarium)  were  also  received  during  the  year  and  again  S.  Typhimurium 
infection  was  reported  in  fowls  and  in  calves  in  the  county. 

In  cases  where  laboratory  reports  indicate  infection  with  Salmonella  organisms  in  cattle,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  informed  so  that  he  can  take  any  action  considered  necessary. 

( i ) Tuberculosis  Order , 1938 

No  cases  were  dealt  with  under  the  above  order  during  i960. 


SECTION  F 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Registered  Nursing  Homes 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  seventeen  nursing  homes  registered  in  the  County.  These  homes 
provided  195  beds  for  general  cases  and  9 maternity  cases.  These  figures  include  Cheltenham  Borough  who 
continues  to  administer  the  powers  of  registration  under  Section  194  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.
